WASHINGTON — Secretary of State James A. Baker 
IIT appealed Wednesday for broad support of the admin- 
istration’s Persian Gulf policy so he can credibly tell Sad- 
dam Hussein when they meet: “Get out of Kuwait or risk 
all.” 

He said he would not negotiate with Saddam on the 
visit, which-the State Department said had been formally 
accepted by Baghdad.

The State Department said Joseph Wilson, the charge 
d'affaires at the U.S. Embassy in Baghdad, had been 
informed of Iraq’s acceptance of the Baker trip, which 
President Bush proposed last week. 

“When naked aggression takes place, it’s not a question 
of finding face for the aggressor,” Bush said during ques- 
tioning on his South American trip. He added, “When a 
country is literally raped and pillaged, should the world 
go out and try to find a way to save face for he who has

He said he was not optimistic Saddam Hussein would 
leave Kuwait without a fight. 

Baker, laying out a hard U.S. line before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said international sanc- 
tions against Iraq have not worked. He added that he was 
“very pessimistic” they would if given more time, as some 
congressional Democrats have strongly recommended, 
and said the threat of attack now holds the best chance for 
peace. 

He said a formal congressional statement of support for 
using force if necessary “would, I think, significantly 
reduce the risk of war.” But a congressional debate that 
led to an equivocal message would be counterproductive, 
he added. 

“Congress and the American people must tell Saddam 
Hussein in unmistakable actions and words: ‘Get out of 
Kuwait now or risk all,’” Baker said. 

“Put bluntly, this is the last, best chance for a peaceful 
solution,” Baker said of his upcoming trip to Iraq, on 
which dates and arrangements were being worked out.

What’s in your cupboard? 


Students reveal eating habits

As BYU students advance in school, they tend to eat 
less well-balanced meals, spend more money on food, 
spend less time preparing it and shop more frequently. 

This assessment is based on a survey of 80 BYU stu- 
dents — 40 males and 40 females. Twenty of each were 
freshmen and sophomores and 20 were juniors and_se- 
niors or graduate students. The changes in eating behav- 
iors differ from men to women. 

The survey asked each student 13 questions about their 
grocery shopping and meal preparation habits and about 
the foods they eat regularly. 

Although students typically have little time to shop, 
prepare meals and eat, the students surveyed don’t re- 
place mom’s cooking with fast food. Instead, they rely 
overwhelmingly on their own devices. Ninety-three per- 
cent of the students said they are more likely to cook for 
themselves than to eat out. 

Fast food may save time and shopping hassles, but the 
students said they couldn’t afford to depend on it. 

To save time and money, 22 percent of the students buy 
groceries with their roommates, explaining that collective 
shopping is more practical. 

It’s cheaper to buy food together, they said, even if it’s 


only staple items such as sugar and flour which most 
people use. Sharing food also saves room in cupboards and 
refrigerators, students said. 

There’s no reason to have five ketchup bottles in the 
refrigerator, one student said. 

Some students said they eat better when they shop and 
cook together because they have more variety of food to 
choose from. : F 

Students cited problems with this system, such as figur- 
ing out the cost of food per person, roommates eating 
more than their share, trying to please everyone’s palate 
and difficulty in coordinating eating schedules. 

These hassles are significant enough that most of the 
students who have tried both shopping together and shop- 
ping separately prefer to do it separately. 

The majority of students — 78 percent — choose to buy 
food separately. 

Interestingly, 40 percent of the men surveyed buy food 
together, as compared to only 20 percent of the women. 
Moreover, women who are juniors and seniors buy food 
together much less often than do women who are fresh- 
men and sophomores. 

Just how much money do students spend on food? That 
also varies from men to women and from freshman and 
sophomores to juniors and seniors.

CNN decides not to appeal court ruling 


MIAMI — CNN has decided to allow court transcripts of its Manuel 
Noriega prison tapes to be made public without further legal battles, the 
network and its attorney said Wednesday. 

U.S. District Judge William Hoeveler ruled Tuesday the transcripts could 
be released Thursday, unless CNN decided to take the case to a higher court. 

“CNN has decided not to appeal,” network attorney Terry Bienstock said, 
adding that CNN’s primary concern had always been to protect its confidential 
“source. 

» “We don’t think the transcripts in and of themselves will jeopardize the 
source,” he said. CNN spokesman Steve Haworth said many of the conversa- 
‘ tions were in code, and that without supporting documents, they would not be 
. meaningful in any case. 
Sanford Bohrer, attorney for four media organizations that asked for the 
. transcripts, applauded CNN’s decision. 
’ “T think it was the right decision because Judge Hoeveler’s was the right 
, decision,” Bohrer said. “I could never understand how CNN could claim to 
own conversations that were taped by the U.S. government, of an inmate ina 
. federal prison.”

Associated Press, Post-Newsweek station WPLG-TV of Miami, Gannett Co. 

» Inc. and USA Today, which Gannett owns.

Poor economy weakens states’ budgets 


These are tough times for local and state officials. Confronted by falling 
’ revenues and widening budget gaps they are laying off workers, trimming aid 
fe to the old and poor and limiting services from garbage collection to snowplow- 
sing. 
“It takes a lot of courage to be a local elected officials these days,” said 
Douglas Peterson, senior policy analyst for the National League of Cities. . 

“They’re going to be making harder and harder choices,” he said. 

At least 26 states face deficits or budget shortfalls this fiscal year; several 
others will next year. The prospects get worse as the economy continues to 
slide. 

“We're at the bone already and the marrow is just beginning to leak,” said 
Dave Fuller, a commissioner in Lewis and Clark County, Mont., where any 
more bad fiscal news will mean cuts in senior citizen programs, snowplowing 
and road repair. 

Oil states such as Alaska and Louisiana see revenues grow along with oil 
prices. Wyoming is anticipating an unexpected $184 million in increased 
revenues next year.

Men tend to spend more money on 
groceries each month than women. 
The women surveyed spend $30-$50 a 
month and men spend $70-$90. Also, 
upperclassmen spend more money 
than freshmen and sophomores. 

The men and women have another 
aspect of shopping in common. 
Eighty-two percent of both groups 
shop between one or more times a 
week to once every two weeks. Ju- 
niors and seniors shop a bit more fre- 
quently than freshmen and sopho- 
mores. 

Men did shop more frequently than 
women. For instance, 45 percent of 
the freshmen and sophomore men 
shop one or more times a week as 
compared to only 30 percent of the 
women. Out of the junior and senior 
men, 60 percent shop weekly as com- 
pared to 40 percent of the women. 

Cooking time varies greatly. Fifty 
percent of all the men surveyed spend 
no more than 15 minutes making their 
food. Fifty-seven percent of the 
women spend 15 to 30 minutes 
preparing theirs. 

Students’ diets also vary with their 
year in school. Diets of upperclass- 
men aren’t as well balanced as those 
of freshmen and sophomores. 


Seventy percent of freshmen and 
sophomores eat a variety of foods dur- 
ing the week, rather than eating the 
same food several days in a row. Al- 
though most juniors and seniors also 
eat a variety, there is a marked shift 
to eating the same meal several days 
inarow. 

Juniors and seniors also tend to eat 
only one thing for dinner rather than 
making a meal; this was characteristic 
of freshmen and sophomore men as 
well. Fifty-five percent of all the men 
surveyed said they eat one thing 
rather than a meal for dinner. 

The women have different habits; 
65 percent of the freshmen and sopho- 
mores said they eat meals for dinner. 
Only 30 percent of the juniors and 
seniors claimed the same thing. 

When asked what foods they buy 
regularly, the students’ answers 
varied as much as the entrees at a 
smorgasbord would. With freshman 
and sophomores, boxed foods (such as 
macaroni and cheese, Rice-a-Roni, 
Hamburger Helper), hamburger, 
soup, pasta and fruit were frequent 
choices of the men. Women. chose 
boxed foods as well, but added burri- 
tos, dairy products, Ramen noodles 
and vegetables. 

Junior and senior men picked burri-

Traction counters ice hazards

Ice in the winter can be hazardous 
— wrenched backs and sprained an- 
kles are common injuries sustained 
when falling on ice. These injuries can 
be prevented by wearing shoes with 
good traction, said the supervisor of 
nursing services at the Howard S. 
McDonald Health Center. 

The most common injury occurring 
from slipping on the ice is sprained 
ankles, said Beth Davis. The number 
of injuries vary from year to year de- 
pending on the severity of the winter. 

Walking cautiously and wearing 
shoes with good traction can prevent 
an accident on the ice, but there are 
times when falling is inevitable. 

“(Falling on the i¢e) is just like 
when you're driving a car and you 
slide on black ice; no matter how cau- 
tious you are, you can’t always see the 
ice before you fall,” Davis said. 

BYU Grounds Crew takes preven- 
tative measures to keep the side- 
walks, stairs and parking lots on cam- 
pus free from possible ice hazards, 
said Roy Peterman, grounds man- 
ager. 

Calcium chloride-based salt is 
sprinkled on the ice patches to create 
traction, Peterman said. 

Allen Brockbank, 26, a senior ma- 
joring in illustration from Orem, said 
he bruised his hip when he fell on the 
ice. 

He said when he cautiously stepped 
over a small ice mound in a parking 
lot, he caught his foot in a patch of ice 
and lost his balance. 

Some BYU students have fallen on 
the ice when they were goofing off 
with friends.

Ombudsman’s Office warns: 
Beware of credit card fraud

ing out credit card numbers over the 
phone,” said BYU Ombudsman Dar- 
rin Delange. Delange explained that 
many BYU students have fallen vic- 
tim to credit card scandals. The Om- 
budsman’s Office is now working on 
three such cases. 


In most instances, the student re- 

ceives a call from a “credit card pro- 
tection agency” offering insurance for 
lost or stolen credit cards. The cost of 
the service ranges anywhere from 
$100 to $300 depending on the com- 
pany. In each case, the prospective 
client is informed that along with the 
insurance, he will receive a “major 
prize” like plane tickets, a home 
stereo system or even cash. Unfortu- 
nately, such offers are rarely legiti- 
mate. 
» One case now under investigation 
illustrates this type of scandal. A 
sophomore at BYU received a call 
telling him he had already won one of 
four prizes, including a 1990 Chrysler 
Lebaron, a Hawaiian holiday for four, 
$1,500 or a Sony home entertainment 
system.

Lifestyles Inc., 
would also receive a bonus prize with 
his purchase of the credit card protec- 
tion. 

The student agreed to buy the in- 
surance and gave the télemarketer all 
of his credit card account numbers 
including his Visa card number to 
which the $279 insurance was subse- 
quently charged. Weeks passed and 
no prize arrived. The student grew 
suspicious and called the “customer 
service number” only to find it had 
been disconnected. 

Further research by the Ombuds- 
man’s Office showed that this student 
was not the only one to be duped by 
Global Lifestyles Inc. 

The Better Business Bureau of 
Houston reports many complaints of 
fraud and unauthorized credit card 
charges were filed against Global 
Lifestyles Inc. 

“Sadly enough, there’s not a whole 
lot we can do to help those who have 
already been deceived,” Delange said. 

“By the time the student realizes 
he’s fallen prey to a scam, the business 
has folded up its tents and are headed 
elsewhere.” 

Delange said the Ombudsman’s Of- 
fice strongly discourages anyone from 
giving credit card numbers over the 
phone before consulting the Better 
Business Bureau.

So what is the issue with diversity? 
The term obviously means different 
things to different people. Are we 
seeking diversity of “color and sex,” 
diversity in “thought,” or both? Are 
these two types of diversity insepara- 
ble? 

I recently came across a Newsweek 
article written by a third-year law 
student at Harvard University on the 
subject of fraudulent diversity. In 
short, the writer is troubled that the 
term “diversity” is being used to fulfill 


the objective of obtaining quotas. jy 
said the word diversity is being 
“euphemistically” to mean “beif 
black, or belonging to some ott 
racial minority; being female; bei 
either openly gay or lesbian, and mi) 
recently, being disabled.” He stresif, 
that the assumption that “dive” 
ideas” are more likely to come fri 
these groups is “prejudiced and if 
plausible.” 

While obtaining physical “div 
sity” at BYU is a worthwhile goalpti'! 
great deal of “diversity of thougl)i\' 
already exists here.

War in gulf could mean 
political suicide for Bush

If President Bush takes the coun- 
try into war now it could very well be 
political suicide, said the director of 
the David M. Kennedy Center for In- 
ternational Studies. 

“T don’t think the president can 
take this country into war when it is 
divided,” Ray Hillam said. “If Sad- 
dam Hussein doesn’t do something to 
unify us, it will be very difficult for 
Bush to take us to war.” 

If an incident were to occur, “par- 
ticularly a dramatic incident that en- 
dangered the lives of Americans, that 
would unify us,” and Bush could then 
take us to war, Hillam said. 

If the war is short, then it does not 
matter so much that the nation is di- 
vided, Hillam said. But we don’t have 
any assurance that it would be short. 
A long war would necessitate a draft, 


which could cause protests similar to 
those during the Vietnam era. 

“We have a divided country. Until 
that division can be overcome, I don’t 
see Bush leading us to war,” Hillam 
said. 

Valerie Hudson, an assistant pro- 
fessor of political science at BYU, 
said something will happen between 
now and January that will unite the 
nation. 

“Even though we have no stomach 
for war, we also have no stomach for 
maintaining an army in Saudi Arabia 
for a year,” Hudson said. 

“There is a 60-40 chance there will 
be a war in January,” she said. 

To prevent war “I think we should 
have negotiations, not just edicts,” 
Hillam said. “We should exhaust all 
means possible to avoid war.” 

Bush has done a masterful job in 
constructing his coalition, . Hillam 
said, but it seems Americans have a 


war without sufficient cause. 

This means that national security 
or vital interests are not at risk. Suffi- 
cient cause needs to be something 
better than oil, or defending another 
country’s interests. 

Hillam said he is worried about 
Bush thinking the decision to go to 
war is all his. That Congress wants a 
hand is more evidence of the division 
of the country. 

But Hudson said, “Congress will 
not invoke the War Powers Act be- 
cause then it would be Congress’ war 
and not Bush’s war.” 

Congress would rather take pot- 
shots at the president over his policies 
than explain all the funerals to its con- 
stituents, Hudson said. 

The president is obviously prepar- 
ing for war, Hudson said. The legisla- 
tive branch should have a voice, but 
“You won’t see War Powers Act in- 
voked.” 


Congressional budget experts 
expect $337 billion deficit in 1991

WASHINGTON — Congressional 
budget experts believe that next 
year’s budget deficit will hit at least a 
record $337 billion despite the giant 
deficit-reduction law enacted last 
month, according to documents ob- 
tained Wednesday by The Associated 
Press. 

That deficit projection will proba- 
bly grow even worse because of the 
weakening economy, the non-parti- 
san Congressional Budget Office said 
in a report prepared for delivery 
Thursday to the House Budget Com- 
mittee. 

Bush administration officials are 
now drafting a budget proposal for 
the next fiscal year, the 1992 fiscal 
year beginning Oct. 1. But they are 
not expected to release their figures 
until February. 

A deficit of $337 billion would be 
well above the ceiling required by the 
new deficit-reduction law. 

The calculations by the Congres- 
sional Budget Office are the first that 
show how the five-year, $496 billion 
deficit-cutting law will affect the fed- 
eral budget over the next several 
years. 

CBO’s numbers are advisory and 
are not officially used to determine 
how high the deficit is. That task falls 


m= to the White House’s) Office of Man- 


agement and Budget. Nonetheless, 


the CBO figures are widely respected 
on Capitol Hill. 

The CBO report was based on eco- 
nomic conditions that existed in Octo- 
ber. The study’s authors cautioned 
that since then, oil prices have re- 
mained high, the real estate market 
has been weak, and many banks and 
corporations have had financial prob- 
lems. 

“Unless these factors are offset by 
other developments, a more pes- 
simistic economic outlook will worsen 
the budget projections,” the report 
said. 

The report projects a $320 billion 
deficit for the current fiscal year, 
which runs through next Sept. 30. 
That would be $7 billion below the 
ceiling set by the new deficit-reduc- 
tion law for this year. If accurate, that 
would be the first time since deficit 
targets were imposed in 1986 that the 
actual budget gap was less than the 
maximum deficit set by law. 

But problems would begin again 
next year, when the new law requires 
a budget gap of no more than $317 
billion, the report said. The shortfall 
that year will exceed the target by at 
least $20 billion, it said. 

That might not be a serious prob- 
lem because new budget procedures 
allow the administration to increase 
the deficit targets to reflect a weaken:

BERLIN — Forget the bitter 
past. Remember the less fortunate. 
Have a heart. Invite a Red Army sol- 
dier home for the holidays. 

A German friendship society is ask- 
ing east Germans to make life a little 
easier for the Soviet force that occu- 
pied their former nation for 40 years. 

The message? Set an extra place at 
the table this Christmas. Pour an- 
other glass of champagne on New 
Year’s Eve. Call the Soviet command 
and ask them to send over a soldier. 

“The inclination to help is very 
strong,” Horst Gruetzke, spokesman 
for the Berlin-based German Society, 
said Wednesday. 

The society’s nationwide appeal is 
the latest demonstration of gratitude 
to the Soviet Union for giving up its 
claim to East Germany and allowing 
German unification. 

It comes amid a large-scale and re- 
markably popular effort by German 
relief groups, labor unions and com- 
panies to ship hundreds of tons of food 
and other necessities to ease the So- 
viet Union’s chaotic food situation. 

“This appeal is in keeping with the 
relief effort,” said Gruetzke. “We 
want to thank the Soviets for our 
sovereignty.” 

The German Society was formed in 
January with the goal of improving 
relations between East and West 
Germany. Its members include for- 
mer Chancellor Willy Brandt.

The government of eastern 
Brandenburg state said Tuesday it 
would try to send holiday food pack- 
ages to Soviets on their bases and also 
sponsor an invite-a-soldier program. 

Once feared and reviled, the Soviet 
army is drawing mostly pity these 
days as it prepares to pack up and 
leave what used to be East Germany. 

Its mystique as a formidable fight- 
ing force has been replaced by images 
of low-paid, unskilled young men 
heading back to a homeland strug- 
gling with shortages and social tur- 
moil. 

A news photographer recently 
caught two soldiers poking through 
an eastern German garbage dump for 
something valuable to salvage. 

Reinhart Luschert, spokesman for 
the eastern German forces based in 
Strausberg, said he welcomed efforts 
by Germans to share holiday dinners 
with Soviet soldiers. 

“We are glad about such activities 
because we know the problems of the 
Soviet soldiers,” he said. 

There have been widespread re- 
ports of desertions and suicides by 
Soviet soldiers and assaults upon 
them by eastern Germans. 

Lt. Gen. Michael Kalinin, comman- 
der of Soviet forces in eastern Ger- 
many, told a news conference in Pots- 
dam on Wednesday that about 80 
Soviet soldiers have deserted this 
year, and that 24 of them fled to the 
West.

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Gas prices raise costs of busing

The continuing escalation in the 
cost of gasoline is putting a heavy bur- 
den on school districts, according to a 
survey by the State Office of Educa- 
tion. 

Kelvin C. Clayton, transportation 
specialist for Utah, said each 1-cent 
hike in gas prices costs the state 
$31,690. 

Since July, the state’s 40 school dis- 
tricts have seen fuel costs increase 
$1.4 million, Clayton said. 

Utah school buses travel a total of 
21.2 million miles a year, transporting 
35 percent of the state’s public school 
students. 

The state’s 40 school districts will 
work with the Utah Legislature next 
year to address the rapid increase, so 
services to children will not have to be 
cut, Clayton said. 

Some districts are considering pur- 
chasing diesel-powered buses to save 
money. About 45 percent of the 
state’s school buses now use diesel 
fuel, he said. 

Diesel fuel provides twice the 
mileage of regular unleaded gasoline. 
Many buses will be replaced with 
diesel-driven buses as soon as the dis- 
tricts can afford the change, said 
Clayton.
